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fter 12 decades of independent existence, Canadians have 

developed a unique, exciting but sometimes exasperating form 
of government and politics. Academic research on the topic can be 
divided into five distinct areas: the nation-state, culture, institu- 


tions, behaviour and public policy. 


NATION-STATE 


Canada joined the ranks of nation-states in 1867, and within a very 
short time consolidated its external boundaries. Except for the tardy 
addition of Newfoundland in 1949, all of Canada’s current territory 
was formally part of the country by 1873. 

The population, which was 3.5 million at the time of Confedera- 
tion, has grown to almost 26 million. Over time it has become more 
differentiated; according to the 1981 census, 21 million had English 
or French as their mother tongue (about 27 percent French). The 
remaining 3.2 million cited one of about 70 other languages as their 
mother tongue. The integration of this heterogeneous population 
into one Canadian political identity has been a primary task of the 


federal government.

POLITICAL CULTURE 


The models of governing that Canada inherited from Britain, and to 
a degree from the United States, have fostered certain values, atti- 
tudes and behaviour toward the political system. Many of these 
values and attitudes are shared widely by Canadians. They include 
strong liberal values based on belief in a capitalist society, market 
economy and the right to private property (though not to the exclu- 
sion of conservative or socialist perspectives), as well as values such 
as liberty, universal suffrage, equality and the rule of law, which are 
embedded in the Constitution. 

There are, however, differences in political values and attitudes 
based on ethnic and linguistic divisions in the country. Canada is 
officially bilingual, English and French, but within a multicultural 
framework. Although the two founding language groups represent 
the main cultural division, other ethnic groups make up over one 
quarter of the total population. The perseverance of these groups 
has created a distinctive Canadian social mosaic. 

Further differences in political culture arise from the regional 
diversity of the country. Provincial political cultures are strong, and 
provide an assimilative framework for immigrants and internal 
migrants. However, research shows that Canadians are becoming 
more alike in their expectations and preferences with respect to 


most areas of public policy. 


Canadians thus have a rich variety of perceptions about their 
country, provinces and regions. The fundamental values of the 
national culture are strong, in spite of regional and ethnic subcul- 
tures. Canadians endorse both bilingualism and multiculturalism, 


and strive for unity in diversity. 


INSTITUTIONS 


Canada’s Constitution was patriated in 1982 with the passage of the 
Constitution Act. This Act, which amalgamated all earlier docu- 
ments about Canadian legal authority, states that no act of the 
United Kingdom Parliament will henceforth apply to Canada. 

Canada is a constitutional monarchy. Queen Elizabeth Il remains 
as the Queen of the country, but is represented by the Governor 
General, who is appointed for five years on the recommendation of 
the government. 

The House of Commons and the Senate constitute the legislative 
arm of Canadian government. The Senate is a fully appointed body, 
but the House of Commons is elected. A government’s term of office 
is five years, but can be shortened at its own discretion. 

By tradition, the leader of the party obtaining the most seats in the 
House of Commons is asked by the Governor General to become 
Prime Minister. The Prime Minister selects a cabinet, and together 


they form the executive or government of the country. If the cabinet 


loses the confidence of the majority of members of the House of 
Commons, it must resign or request a new election. Adhering to 
British parliamentary tradition, the government is held together 
under rules of collective and individual responsibility. Ministers 
control the administrative departments and the public servants who 
work in them. Laws require the approval of both houses of Parlia- 
ment, and an independent judicial system ensures that they conform 
to the Constitution. 

Canada has a federal as well as a parliamentary system of govern- 
ment. The Constitution distributes legislative power between the cen- 
tral government and 10 provinces. Over time many of the fields of 
jurisdiction have become entangled between the two levels of gov- 
ernment, but areas such as national defence belong to the federal 
government, while local topics, such as the setting up of municipal 
institutions, belong to the provincial governments. Two territories 
that are administered by the federal government are gradually being 


allowed degrees of self-government. 


POLITICAL BEHAVIOUR 


Three political parties are currently represented in the House of 
Commons: the Liberal Party, the Progressive Conservative Party and 
the New Democratic Party. They are elected according to representa- 


tive and democratic principles. 


The Conservatives governed Canada for much of the first half of 
Canada’s history, and the Liberals for much of the second half. The 
New Democratic Party has never formed a government. In 1984, 
the Conservatives, under their new leader, Brian Mulroney, won a 
landslide victory to form the government. They obtained 50 percent 
of the votes cast and 211 of the 282 seats. 

Canadians do not choose their prime minister directly. They vote for 
individual party candidates in single electoral districts, and the winners 
are chosen by plurality vote. The system tends to over-represent the 
leading party and under-represent the third party. Voting is only very 
rarely on a class basis. Instead, voter preference is tied to images of par- 
ties and leaders, and is conditioned by factors of region, language and 


locale. 


PUBLIC POLICY 


Recent studies in the field of public policy address the broad frame- 
work within which decisions are taken concerning the domestic 
economic, social and political environment, as well as Canada’s rela- 
tions with other nation-states and international organizations. 

The extent and impact of domestic government policy making can 
be gauged by the size of the government’s budget. In 1985-86, the 
government spent some 103 billion dollars on programs related to eco- 


nomic and social development, as well as justice and legal affairs, 


financial transfers to the provinces, and on foreign and defence poli- 
cies. Government revenue, however, has not kept pace with expendi- 
tures, and approximately one quarter of the annual budget goes to 
financing the national debt. 

Canada’s position in the world is that of a middle power. Most esti- 
mates rank Canada in the third tier of nation-states below the super- 
powers and a second tier of highly industrialized states. In terms of 
economic standards, Canada ranks in the top 10 countries of the 
world, while in military power it is much lower. 

Canada’s foreign and defence policy is essentially based on an East- 
West axis. Canada has official relations with 166 countries, but its 
alliances are based on Europe and the United States, as a member of 
NATO and NORAD. Canada also participates actively in international 
organizations such as the United Nations, and contributes to peace- 


keeping activities. 
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T he academic study of government and politics in Canada is carried 
Out in university and community college departments of politi- 

cal science, and occasionally in departments of politics or political 

economy. The discipline dates from the end of the nineteenth century 

when it was part of the study of law, economics and history. 

In the 1940s, the study of political science began to expand. Books 
by R. MacGregor Dawson, J.A. Corry, Alexander Brady and H. McD. 
Clokie indicated a trend toward the separation of the study of govern- 
ment and politics from that of other social sciences. The final rift came 
in the mid-1960s when a professional association and journal were set 
up independently of the economists. After that period, in line with 
Canadian universities in general, the number of political scientists grew 
quickly throughout the country and the discipline developed a litera- 
ture and reputation of its own. 

Graduates who did not find a place in academia went into the public 
service, journalism, public relations and even politics. Professors and 
their students made a significant impression on the nature of Canadian 
political institutions, behaviour and traditions. 

While the earliest studies of politics in Canada were confined mainly 


to legal-formal descriptions of government or the economic variables 


affecting government, later scholars broadened the concept. The disci- 
pline came to embrace all the activity which impinges upon the making 
of binding decisions about who gets what, when and how. 

Eschewing methodological distinctions that divide pluralists, 
Marxists and others, the modern literature in the field can be divided 
into the four parts noted above: political culture, institutions, behav- 
iour and public policy. 

Among the scholars on Canadian political culture, the works of 
Kenneth D. McRae, Henry B. Mayo and C.B. MacPherson stand out. 
McRae’s application of Louis Hartz’s fragment theory of society has 
found a lasting place in the literature. See his edited book, Consocia- 
tional Democracy: Political Accommodation in Segmented Societies 
(1974). Mayo’s An Introduction to Democratic Theory (1960), and 
MacPherson’s The Real World of Democracy (1965) are noteworthy 
as representing the contest between pluralists and Marxists over the 
nature of democratic regimes. On the impact of historical variables, 
J.B. Brebner’s North Atlantic Triangle (1966) is a gem. 

Fundamental work on how Canadians receive their culture (through 
socialization and social phenomena such as class) has been of mixed 
importance. Some of the literature is scientific, while much of it is 
coloured by ideology. Elkins and Simeon’s volume on Small Worlds: 
Provinces and Parties in Canadian Political Life (1980) and William 


Mischler’s Political Participation in Canada (1979) provide over- 


views. John Porter’s The Vertical Mosaic: An Analysis of Social Class 
and Power in Canada (1965) is the classic in its field. 

The study of Canadian institutions, especially the Constitution and 
federalism, constitutes the most extensive literature in the discipline. 
The classic legal-formal textbook, for years the only one used in 
Canadian universities, was R. McGregor Dawson’s The Government of 
Canada (1947). It was eventually rivalled and surpassed by texts with 
other approaches to the study. J.R. Mallory’s The Structure of Cana- 
dian Government (1971), and Ronald I. Cheffins and Ronald N. 
Tucker’s The Constitutional Process in Canada (1976) also have 
provided rich detail in certain areas of Canadian constitutionalism. 

It is sometimes said that Canada is the only country in the world 
where you can find books on federalism at an airport bookstore. If this 
is the case, the books one ought to find are Donald V. Smiley, Canada 
in Question (1980) and Garth Stevenson, Unfulfilled Union: Cana- 
dian Federalism and National Unity (1982). The legislature and 
executive are well studied also, and the research has had an impact on 
the reform of the House of Commons. See Robert J. Jackson and M.M. 
Atkinson, The Canadian Legislative System (1980), Malcolm Punnett, 
The Prime Minister in Canadian Government and Politics (1977), 
and William A. Matheson, The Prime Minister and the Cabinet (1976). 
The public service is well served by a volume by Kenneth Kernaghan 


and David Siegel entitled Public Administration in Canada (1987). 


In the 1960s, a so-called “behavioural revolution” took place in 
political science as the methods and ideas of psychology and sociology 
permeated the discipline. Political behaviour began to dominate the 
study of politics in Canada. The name of John Meisel stands out in this 
field, as his study of individual elections was the forerunner of much 
that was to follow. Probably best known was Meisel’s Working Papers 
on Canadian Politics (1973). Political parties were well researched 
also and the edited work by Hugh Thorburn, Party Politics in Canada 
(1985) has been the most popular. The same author’s Interest Groups 
in the Canadian Federal System (1985) will probably also endure for 
many years. On the impact of broadcasting and television, see Arthur 
Siegel, Politics and the Media in Canada (1983). 

The 1980s have witnessed another period of major change in the 
study of politics. The field has been dominated recently by the old con- 
cept of “‘policy’’ which has been given a new twist; it is said to make 
political science “‘relevant’’. Domestic public policy analysis is sum- 
marized by G. Bruce Doern and Richard W. Phidd in Canadian Public 
Policy (1983), and foreign policy aspects in Kim Richard Nossal’s The 
Politics of Canadian Foreign Policy (1985). On Canada-United States 
relations, Life with Uncle (1981) by John Holmes should not be missed. 

It is clear that political studies call for an examination of many details 
and events that are quickly overtaken by time. A comprehensive exam- 
ination of the subject would include books, articles and even journalis- 


tic accounts. For complete overviews of the discipline, see Robert J. 


Jackson, Doreen Jackson and Nicolas Baxter-Moore’s, Politics in 
Canada: Culture, Institutions, Behaviour and Public Policy (1986), 
and their book of readings, Contemporary Canadian Politics: Notes 
and Readings (1987).

AUDIO-VISUAL SOURCES 


The most authoritative listings of 
commercially available sound recordings 
are to be found in Canadiana; historically 
important material may be located through 
the National Film, Television and Sound 
Archives of the National Archives of Canada 
(395 Wellington Street, Ottawa, Ontario 
K1A ON3). 

Individual professors and political 
science departments have occasionally pre- 
pared or have holdings of videotape and film 
presentations. The Canadian Studies Program 
of the University of California at Berkeley 
holds two videotapes on Canadian party 
conventions (contact Professor Robert 
Peyton; Berkeley, California 94720, U.S.A.), 
and Professor Steven Langford of the 
Department of Political Science, University 
of Victoria, has prepared a series of films on 
Canadian political science (P.O. Box 1700, 
Victoria, British Columbia V8W 2Y2). 
Interfilm, a co-operative union list of films 
held by Ontario universities, contains more 
than 1,000 indexed titles; it is maintained by 
the Audio-Visual Centre of the University of 
Waterloo (Waterloo, Ontario N2L 3G1). 


For television (videotape), and both short 
and feature-length films available on loan 
or for purchase, the following indexes, 
guides and catalogues normally include basic 
annotations and information about Canadian 
and international distributors.

COMPUTER-BASED SOURCES 


Although no data base specifically concerned 
with Canadian government and politics yet 
exists, much information is available online to 
researchers with access to a microcomputer 
or terminal and modem, or to an institutional 
mainframe computer. Fees and protocols for 
online search services vary widely; potential 
users are advised to seek the advice of local 
information specialists (normally to be found 
at universities and national, provincial and 
large city libraries), and of the producer of the 
data base or the search service which provides 
access to the data base.
